//ON YET ANOTHER FRONT. PINOCHET HAS SHOWN SIGNS OF TAKING A 
HARD LINE IN GRANTING SAFE CONDUCT TO LEFTISTS WHO HAVE SOUGHT REFUGE 
IN VARIOUS EMBASSIES IN SANTIAGO. THE PINOCHET GOVERNMENT IS TAKING 
THIS LINE BECAUSE IT INSISTS THAT TBE ASYLEES— WHO INCLUDE LEADERS 
OF THE ftAJOR TERRORIST ORGANIZATION— ARE "COMMON CRIMINALS" AND 
THEREFORE DO NOT FALL UNDER NORMAL PROVISIONS REGARDING POLITICAL 
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ASYLUM. THERC IS A GOOD CHANCE THAT THIS ISSUE HILL WORSEN RELATIONS 
WITH SOME FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS AND STIP NEU CHARGES ABROAD THAT THE
